He was arrested on 
Wednesday night of last week while 
engaged in plundering the E. Neal 
Ames orchard on South Azusa ave- 
nue.

Hero of Accident 
&ives Up Life to 
Save Children 


Ernest Richter, a citrus grower of 
a Verne and former business man 


of this city, met a tragic death on 
Sunday, the victim of a drowning 
accident at Santa Monica, when 
more than thirty men, women and 
children were thrown into the ocean 
ay the collapsing of a platform on 
the fishing barge Star of Scotland, 
anchored off the coast. 
. The accident was caused by a rush 
of passengers to one side of the boat 
to see a boy tugging with a large 
yellowtail he had hooked. 


Richter, who was 58 years of age, 


sacrificed his life in keeping several 
children from sinking until the 
barge tender reached the spot and 
began 
picking 
up 
the 
victims. 


Weighted with heavy clothing and 
exerting every ounce of energy in 
his heroic fight, Richter became ex- 
hausted and sank just after he had 
handed up the last of the children 
to the shore boat. 


His body was recovered as his 


wife and two children, Beverly, 6, 
and Ernest, Jr., 4, who fell in the 
sea, were taken to the Santa Mon- 
ica hospital. Mrs. Richter and Bev- 
erly suffered severely from the fall 
and the immersion, but Ernest, who 
was in his mother's arms and held 
clear of the water until help arrived, 
was virtually uninjured.

New CCC Camps 
to Be Opened at 
Canyon Sites 


Two new CCC camps, one at Cry- 


stal lake and the other at Cold- 
jrook, should be in operation some 
,ime about June 15, it was stated on 
Monday by James K. Reid, county 
superintendent of recreation parks 
ind playgrounds. 


The camp at Crystal lake will be 


what is known as a "spike" camp, 
an offshoot of .the Coldbrook camp, 
which will accommodate altogether 
about 250 men, of whom approxi- 
mately 100 will be stationed at Cry- 
stal lake. 


Construction of the main camp at 


a lower altitude was decided upon 
to obviate the necessity of the camp 
becoming snowbound. 


Personnel at the two camps will 


be engaged mainly in promoting the 
recreational facilities of the adjacent 
territory. They will construct tele- 
phone lines, firebreaks, truck, horse 
and hiking trails, and also be avail- 
able for fighting forest fires. 


In addition they will increase the 


water storage of the area, study tree 
and plant diseases, experiment on 
insect and rodent control, an en- 
gage in erosion control work. 


Superintendent 
Reid stated thai 


the work these camps will perform 
will be worth many thousands oi 
dollars to the county in the preser- 
vation of natural resources and the 
provision of additional recreational 
facilities. 


It is expected that under the new 


CCC program, more than 32,000 re- 
cruits will be engaged in this type 
of work hi the state of California be- 
fore the end of the present year. 


Distilled Water 
Display for Fair 
Burned on Truck 


Loaded with display material for 


the San Diego exposition, a huge 
17-tori truck and trailer belonging 
to the California Consolidated Water 
company was destroyed by fire last 
week at Salano Beach, twenty-four 
miles north of San Diego. 


The truck was loaded with nearly 


$4000 worth of display material for 
the Arrowhead Spring water and 
Puritas distilled water displays at 
the San Diego exposition, which 
opened May 29. Included in the ma- 
terials destroyed were the largest 
water cooler ever constructed, stand- 
ing over 20 feet in height, and the

Manager Granny Wilson's Covina 


nightball club, after suffering three 
straight losses, came thru Friday ev- 
ening to win its first American 
League game as it eked out a close 
3-2 victory over the Arlington soft- 
ball .club in a real thriller played on 
the losers' diamond. The Wilsonmen 
displayed a better brand of fielding 
than has been shown in any of their 
previous games, as they cut their 
total number of errors down to one, 
which was made in the first inning. 
However, the Covina cause was not 
aided by any Arlington mishaps, for 
the losers kept their errors column 
filled with "nothings." 


The Merchants went to bat first in 


the initial stanza, but were soon in 
the field, as the first three men up 
were retired by virtue of a couple 
of throw-outs at first and a fly to 
left field. The Arlington nine got off 
to a flying start in their half of the 
first frame by tallying the initial run 
of the game. The first batter flyed 
out to the Covina center gardener, 
but was followed by his teammate, 
Cook, shortstop, who collected the 
first safety of the game with a one- 
base hit. Cook advanced to third 
base as the third man to the plate 
flyed out to the Merchant left fielder, 
and then crossed the home plate for 
the run on a wild pitch by the local 
hurler.

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'The Americans Come"— 


Seventeen years ago this week, on May 28, 


1918, the first division, American Expedition- 
ary Forces, entered the town of Cantigny in 
France, after two days of sharp fighting. 


Fighting without the aid of allied troops 


the Americans had won their first victory. 
French peasants, held captive in their ruined 
homes, emerged into sunlight to look with 
wonder on a new banner and young men in 
uniforms with which the inhabitants were 
not familiar. 


"The Americans have come," they said, 


standing in awe, scarcely believing. And then 
the chorus swelled and passed from village to 
village in that area: "The Americans—they 
are here." Priests hurriedly called a mass of 
thanksgiving. 


Seventeen years, and again Europe is an 


armed camp, with rulers and statesmen cir- 
cling about each other like dogs, ready to 
strike at the first hostile movement. And if 
or when they spring at each other's throats, 
will the Anr^^ns come? Or have we learn- 


that is so valuaBIe 


as to te compensation for our sacrifices? Have 
we learned that we cannot stop war by par- 
ticipating in it? Are we still fatuous enough 
to believe in "war to end war"? 


Old Days and These— 


Kidnapings again dominate the front pages 


of newspapers, even though government 
("G") men have made it a dangerous busi- 
ness during the past year. 


One of these has its locale in San Marino, 


a neighboring city of the San Gabriel valley, 
and reminds us that another case originated 
in that same area not so long ago. 


The "G" men will run these criminals down 


eventually, for Uncle Sam's arm is long and 
untiring. But the reason for kidnaping lies 
too deep to be eliminated by punishing those 
who are caught. It lies in the maldistribution 
of wealth; in the inequality of opportunity. 


It is said that the poorest of us are better 


off today than were the best five hundred 
years ago. But this is in the relative sense. 
In old England, in the dark era, the highways 
were dotted with gibbets, with the skeletons 


" of highwaymen hanging in chains, and men. 


were drawn and quartered and placed on the 
rack for killing a deer or hare to keep their 
families from starving. But the more the 
dukes and barons whipped and tortured and 
butchered the more crime grew, until that 
day when the Magna Carta struck the iron 
collar from serf and thrall, and free men were 
accorded oportunity to live honestly by the 
toil of their own hands. We need a new Great 
Charter of social justice, and when it has been 
signed and sealed, we may call off our "G" 
men, and live again in security. 


Punishing effects without searching for and 


eliminating the causes will not reduce crime. 
Most men desire to live in honesty and peace, 
but it should be remembered that they will 
live by some means, all man-made statues to 
the contrary. 


A Bard for Uncle Sam— 


John Steven McGroarty, our friend who 


has been loaned for a little while to the na- 
tional congress to teach legislators gentler 
ways, is favoring creation of the office of na- 
tional poet laureate. 


John is poet laureate of California by rea- 


son of an act of the state legislature. He 
wants to establish lyrical poetry on a nation- 
ally-recognized plane, and advocates a salary 
of $10,000 per annum, with an assistant poet 
laureate at a stipend of $5000. 


We can never be sure when John is serious 


or merely spoofing us in his delicate way. The 
first masterpiece that must perforce be 
ground out by the national poet is, of course, 
one laudatory of the New Deal, and the 
rhymesters may now begin with their offer- 
ings as a sort of examination for the office. 
The New Deal lends itself readily to rhyme, 
if not to reason. A few come to mind, such 
as spiel, squeal, repeal, congeal, reel, Creel 
(with capital C), and with these as a starter 
the rest should be simple. 


But John knows that poems of deathless 


power are never written by those who have 
$10,000 a year. They are written in garrets, 
or hall bedrooms, or under the wide and 
starry sky. by wanderers, who, if they had a 
dime with which to buy a loaf of bread would 
buy a hyacinth instead. 


We suspect, as often in the past, that John 


is somehow, lefthandedly, joshing us. As a 
people we have partaken over-much of the 
fleshpots of prosperity, and are now doing 
penance in a condition of enforced dieting. 
We have sinned, it is true, but it seems too 
cruel to turn the poets loose on us. 


Rooseveltian Royalty— 


Henry L. Roosevelt, assistant secretary of 


the navy, recently completed a successful tour 
of the Pacific coast, with many of our indus- 
trial and financial leaders speaking of him 
afterwards as another coming force in the 
Roosevelt family. 


When Teddy Roosevelt, Sr., charged up 


San Juan hill and landed in the White House, 
he established a sort of Roosevelt dynasty, 
as near a royal house as we in America may 
attain. Franklin, several times removed from 
him as a cousin, served as assistant secretary 
of the navy during the war, afterwards gov- 
ernor of New York, and now, as president, 
the master dealer of the New Deal. Col. 
Teddy, Jr., has been governor in our island 
possessions and protectorates, and at present 
writing is looked upon by the younger Repub- 
licans as a leader of national proportions. In 
the days when Nick Longworth was speaker 
of the House of Representatives, it used to be 
whispered, somewhat irritably, that his wife, 
Alice Roosevelt, was the real power behind 
his gavel. The Roosevelts seem to be domin- 
ating both of the dominant parties, so that 
the voters are coming to be in the same cate- 
gory with the housewife who said to the gro- 
cer: "I'll take some soap—any kind of soap, 


--so-long as--it's-Ivoryf— 


The Roosevelt family should be as compla- 


cent as that friend of ours who said to his 
wife at the football game: "No matter which 
side loses, we win. We have a son on both 
teams." 


Fashions in Husbands— 


A great actor, of a renowned family of the- 


atrical eminence, is being sued for divorce, 
and \vo are to receive all of the sordid details 
in many nauseating columns in the public 
prints. 


These movie dolls who flit from one man to 


another are more of a menace to society's 
moral standards than are any of the films 
they may have made, and which may be 
under ban of the Legion of Decency. They 
furnish powerful advertisements of the fact 
that divorces are sanctioned and sought by 
the great and near-great of America, and just 
as women ape them in their manner of dress, 
their manner of speech, so do they desire to 
imitate by changing styles in husbands. We 
could afford, perhaps, to allow these screen 
courtesans to go husband shopping when 
aweary of their current marital bonds, were 
it not that it sets the fashion for the foolish 
and frivolous in all walks of life. 


All for One—One for All— 


Whatever any ot us may think of the merits 


of the fight for bonus payment, it is certain 
that, in all its phases, it has made outstanding 
American history. 


The country is sick of the bonus contro- 


versy, and would have exhaled a loud sigh 
of relief had it been ordered paid. On the 
other hand, it is our opinion that the citizens 
in general will be cold and unsympathetic 
toward any bonus march on Washington, or 
a movement to recall senators who voted 
against its payment. It is our belief that most 
of us would welcome the introduction into 
circulation of two billions plus in new money. 
But there is also a feeling, even among vet- 
erans, that the ex-service man has fared bet- 
ter than the average citizen in the past five 
years. Care of the disabled veteran in govern- 
ment hospitals has been superior to that re- 
ceived by indigeiits in county hospitals. Ser- 
vice-connected disability has commanded a 
compensation in cash as well as hospitaliza- 
tion on application, and those whose disabili- 
ties are not connected with war service have 
been accorded medical and surgical attention 


and all of the necessities while under hospital 
treatment. These could have been treated 
better in many instances, but it remains a 
fact that they have been aided to a greater 
extent than the non-veteran citizens. 


The bonus is not a bonus, as everyone by 


now should understand. It was first dubbed 
a bonus by the first president to veto it. On 
the quotient of a base pay of thirty dollars 
per month while in service, the veteran was 
granted one dollar per day additional for his 
war service in the United States, or one dollar 
and a quarter for each day served on foreign 
soil. This amount was amortized in the fash- 
ion of' an insurance policy, to be paid, with 
interest accrued to 1945. This was termed 
an adjusted compensation certificate. It is 
"back pay" due the veteran at the time his 
service ended, it being so recognized by con- 
gress thru the passage of the act. 


The grievous error made was in assuming 


that the government that employed the vet- 
eran had a right to withhold any portion of 
his wages. No such right has ever been given 
to private employers. When congress decided 
that the veteran had back pay coming, it 
should have been paid on the nail, and the 
matter settled swiftly and equitably. The gov- 
ernment assumed too much of paternalism, 
and has reaped a harvest of dissatisfaction 
and controversy. 


Many thousands of veterans are in need 


in varying degrees. But, as President Roose- 
velt pointed out, these conditions are found 
L'.monu a great generality of citizens. Society 
has not yet learned a fundamental lesson, 
which is that there is no social justice pos- 
sible as long a:; we deal with classifications. 
When we take any and all in the republic, 
and lend aid and extend opportunity accord- 
ing to needs we will be achieving social jus- 
tice. 
Social justice is epitomized in the 


phrase: ''All for one and one for all."

RFC Asked to 
Change Location of 
Power Line Route 


Stating that "the county's most 


beautiful foothill area" would be 
disfigured by Los Angeles' proposed 
heavy transmission line, Chairman 
H. C. Legg of the board of supervi- 
sors telegraphed the RFC at Wash- 
ington Tuesday to interest itself in 
a proposed alternate route. 


The alternate route, Legg's tele- 


gram stated, "has no objectionable 
features." The only route thus far 
proposed is along the south city lim- 
its of Pomona, extending almost due 
west to the San Gabriel river just 
north of the Whittier Narrows. 


Legg's wire, dispatched upon the 


plea of the secretary of the San Ga- 
briel Valley Defense commitee, stat- 
ed: 


"With reference to proposed action 


of Los Angeles department of water 
and power to construct a heavy 
transmission line along the heavily- 
wooded foothill area in the eastern 
end of Los Angeles. 


"Their complete disregard of com- 


munity interests outside their own 
jurisdiction justifies action by your 
corporation. 


"The loss to the public in disfig- 


uring our county's most beautiful 
foothill area and the heavy property 
loss far outweighs the small addi- 
tional expense department would be 
put to in adopting an alternate route 


which has no objectionable features. 


"May 1 implore your interest," 
But while property owners along 


the foothills, thru their defense com- 
mittee, were still not resigned to 
"give in," civic organizations in com- 
munities along the proposed south 
alternate route also were reported 
to be planning Che formation of a 
defense committee and united action. 
Residents of Chino, a few miles 
across the county line, have pledged 
themselves to oppose routing the line 
thru their community.

of a series of letters written Argus 
readers by Leland S. Brubaker, pas- 
tor of the Covina Church of the 
Brethren, who has been sent by the 
national board of missions of his de- 
nomination to inspect missions in 
Africa, India, and China.) 


On our way to Hongkong. 


April 19, 1935. 


Dear Friends in Covina: 


Just a few days ago we left the 


great country of India, where we had 
been visiting for the last two months. 
All of this time was just filled with 
new and varied experiences, and if 
it is at all possible I would like to 
give you a brief resume of our time 
spent there. 


We landed in Bombay, after com- 


ing across from Mombassa, on Sat- 
urday, the 26th of January. To meet 
some of our friends there was just 
as splendid as the day. We found 
customs a little more rigid here than 
elsewhere, but put that down to the 
efficiency of the British government 
in India. However, we had nothing 
that they were interested in and 
soon we were in the home of our 
friends. 


Bombay as a city is just a buzzing 


confusion all day and most of the 
night. People seemingly from every 
country in the world move by the 
thousands thru the streets and 
among the little shops in the native 
bazaar. Hawkers of every descrip- 
tion are continually calling their 
wares. Ox carts, horse tongas, auto- 
mobiles, trucks, street cars, and 
other vehicles but add their accom- 
panying tunes to the already con- 
fusion. One is urged, entreated, and 
plead with in the native bazaar to 
buy something. Cut the original price 
in half, drive as hard a bargain as 
you can, and still you have perhaps 
paid too much for your purchase. 
One is much impressed with the 
cheapness of the native goods and 
is made to wonder how they can be 
made for such a price. But the great 
number of people, together with the 
low scale of living give at least the 
most manifest reason.- The temples 
that we visited were in the most 
cases quite old and were always full 
of beggars. At one place the wor- 
shipers were supposed to give at 
least a small coin to these beggars 
as a part of their worship, but when 
we passed them all by there seemed 
to be quite a bit of disappointment. 


Bombay is not without its nice 


parks and its beautiful buildings. 
Victoria station, at one time the larg- 
est railroad station in the world, still 
retains much of its original beauty, 
even if it has lost its original dis- 
tinction. 
Great modern buildings 


give place for the professional men 
of the city, as well as smart shops

ground to the one side of the cre- 
mation grounds. I suppose that it 
wasn't any larger than 40 feet by 70. 
The guide told us that this was com- 
pletely filled in six months time. 
When we asked him what they did 
when it was filled he replied that 
they filled it again. And when we 
examined fresh dirt that had been 
thrown up for new graves we found 
that it was full of little bones. This 
made us feel like moving on. Then 
came word that a body was coming 
for cremation. The deceased being 
of a low caste, we were allowed to 
watch the entire ceremony from a 
safe distance. I was much impressed 
with the quickness and cleverness of 
the entire procedure. No lost mo- 
tions were engaged in as far as we 
could tell. Final rites were carried 
on by the husband and the friends. 
Then the body, fully clothed, was 
carefully placed upon the pile of 
wood previously arranged by the 
ground attendants. Friends placed 
with care wood on top of the body 
until it was entirely covered. Fire 
brought from the home of the de- 
ceased was first placed under the 
pyre by the husband and in just a 
few minutes flames engulfed it all. 
Seats at the side permitted friends 
to stay until they cared to leave. The 
guide told us that it took about three 
hours for the body to be completely

One of the most unusual places 


and one of great interest to us was 
the Hindu cremation ground. We 
visited this place one evening at 
about 5 o'clock, being admitted by 
means of a pass that had been se- 
cured the day before from their 
headquarters. Only three fires were 
burning when we got there, the 
ceremonies being all over, and we 
were just a trifle disappointed. How- 
ever, our disappointment was short- 
lived, for in just a few minutes a 
small baby was brought in for bur- 
ial. Children up to eighteen months 
of age are buried in a little plot of 


seeing this ceremony one was im- 
pressed that perhaps it is well suited 
to a country like India, and yet to 
us it seems so much better to bury 
our dead according to the Christian 
customs. 


While attending our mission annual 


conference at Bulsar in the Bombay 
presidency, I was permitted to visit 
the Parsee Tower of Silence which is 
located there. There are about 100,- 
000 Parsees in India. They are fire 
worshipers. They believe that the 
fire is sacred, so they dare not burn 
their dead. The ground is not to be 
defiled and so they dare not bury 


their dead. The air is pure and so 
they dare not just expose their dead, 
so they let the vultures of the air 
dispose of their departed. 
The 


grounds were beautiful wtih their 
shrubs and flowers. The temple was 
not large nor pretentious, but ample 
for their needs. The priest explained 
the entire ceremony to us and we 
found it most interesting. Final rites 
are performed in the main room of 
the temple in front of the urn con- 
taining the sacred fire. In this par- 
ticular temple the fire was supposed 
to have been brought there about 
200 years ago. It is kept supplied 
with sandal wood and is never al- 
lowed to go out. After the prepara- 
tions are all completed the body is 
carried out and placed on a large 
rock slab outside the temple. Here 
the friends say their last goodbye. 
Then the robe of the dead is slit 
from top to bottom on the left side. 
Two men unlock the door leading 
into the tower and four men carry 
the body into the tower and place it 
in its designated position. No one is 
allowed to go into the towers except 
the men who carry the. dead into 
them. 'As soon as the body has been 
placed in the tower the men retire 
and the doors are barred and locked. 
One man told us that it takes but 
fifteen minxites for the flesh to be 
completely stripped from all the 
bones of the body. The bones then 
are exposed to the hot rays of sun-: 
light and decompose rather rapidly. 
The rain washes them down into a 
central pit, where they finally crum- 
ble into dust. The water from this 
pit drams off into underground tun- 
nels and finally reaches the earth 
again thru filters, which insure that 
it is absolutely pure when it reaches 
there. To look into the towers by 
any means whatsoever is considered 
very disrespectful and is considered 
as an act of disdemeanor punishable 
by law. This now gives you a brief 
description of the two most common 
ways of taking care of the dead in 
India. The Mohammedans bury then- 
dead, but the Hindus and Parsees 
use the methods described. 


After visiting all of our mission 


stations we took a trip north to the 
Punjab region to study other mis- 
sions and their work. Here we found 
great green fields of grain and it was 
a decided relief from the dry, arid 
condition of the section where we 
had been staying. While in the north 
we went to Landour, where we have 
a mission rest house. This is up in 
the hills with an elevation of 7500 
feet. 
Great 
high 
snow-covered 


mountains in the background gave 
one a picture that shall not soon be 
forgotten. It war also a great relief 
to enjoy the coolness of the moun- 
tain air, for the heat of the valley 
was most depressing. 


On our way back to our work we 


stopped at both Delhi and Agra. 
Delhi is the capital of India. Here 
many new government buildings 
have been built. Very careful plan- 
ning has entered into the building 
of the beautiful grounds. Symmetry 
and spaciousness, 
together 
with 


beauty, are all blended in a wonder- 
ful manner. One is-greatly impress- 
ed with the magnificence of the 
whole setup. Here is also one of the 
beautiful old places built fay the 
Emperor Shah Jahan hi 1640. Even 
after all these years it speaks of the 
grandeur of olden times. White mar- 
ble was used abundantly in its con- 
struction. The evident skill used in 
its construction gives one a very 
good idea of the great development 
along this line even so many years 
ago. 
The grounds surrounding this 


palace are simply wonderful. It 
makes an ideal setting arid it is no 
wonder that in one of the most love- 
ly courts an ancient carving was 
found which stated, "If ever there 
was'a paradise, it is this; it is this; 
it is this." These buildings are now 


wing cared for and protected by the 
overnment. 
One hundred and twenty miles 


rom Delhi is Agra, where the fam- 
us Taj Mahal is located. This was 
iiiilt by Emperor Shah Jahan as a 
acred memorial to his beloved wife, 
'rom this standpoint it is without 
oubt the most beautiful structure 
ver erected. It took 22,000 men 17 
ears to build and after its comple- 
ion the Italian builder had his eyes 
>ut out so that he could never build 
nother one like it. Made of beau- 
iful white marble inlaid with col- 
Ted and precious stones, it stands 
ut in the green gardens surround- 
ng it as an exquisite piece of mas- 
er workmanship. The best time to 
ee it, according to most people, is 
iy moonlight, but our train did not 
jermit us that opportunity. But the 
ew daylight hours that we spent 
here was ample long enough to 
lave the great beauty of the thing 
impressed upon us. This is well 
ivorth the time of anyone visiting 
ndia. 
There is so much to say, so many 


lew experiences crowd in on every 
land—quaint ways of living, so 
many customs differing from our 
jwn, but these cannot be described 
iow. Only a visit to this great coun- 
ry can give you a correct under-

standing of its many interesting ac- 
tivities and peoples. 


And now after a very hot, dusty 


trip by train from Bombay to Co- 
lumbo we find ourselves on our way 
to China. Traveling on a French 
steamer brings new experiences to 
one, especially in the food line* It 
will be a real treat to me to visit 
China again and to get back again 
into the places where we used to 
live and work. Two months' time 
will finish our stay there, and then 
we will start towards home, hoping 
to arrive in Los Angeles the last of 
July. Sincere good wishes to you all 
till then.

Diagonal Parking 
on County Roads 
to Be Terminated 


Discontinuance of diagonal parkr 


ing on highways thruout county ter- 
ritory is to be effected in the inter- 
ests of safety, with approval of the 
board of supervisors. The supervi- 
sors this week took steps to elimin- 
ate diagonal parking on the south 
side of Holt avenue, between Co- 
vina boulevard and a point 100 feet 
west. 


The supervisors asked the Califor- 


nia highway patrol to enforce the
